shows that the exports of agricultural 
p.Oiucts have been nearly $5Q,000,000 
less during the first 10 mouths of the 
fiscal year 1&90 than in the correspond- 
Jng period of 1898. Some products, 
like wheat aud cotton, sold for higher 
prices last year because of crop fail- 
ures in other parts of the world. 
Better crops abroad have lowered these 
prices. 


The average price of wheat exported 


in the present fiscal year, so far as th 
details have been received, has been 
74J^ cents per bushel, agamst 93)^ 
cents in the corresponding months of 
last yar. Flour also shows a reduction 
in value per barrel, while the average 
export price of cotton in the present 
year has been 5)£ cents per pound, 
against nearly 6 cents per pound last 
year.

BRINDLE DOG9 DYING ODT. 


Oulr Nine How Said to B* Living la 


IllInoln—TheJr Peculiar 


TrlaU. 


News of the death of "Yelper," th* 


famous brindle dog owned by Jamee 
Idler, of Calhoun county, calls to mind 
tne fact that the brindle dog which, a 
few years ago. was BO plentiful in Amer- 
ica that he was the subject of satire ot 
all American humorists, is now almost 
Extinct. Col. George C. Gill, of Olym- 
pian Springs, Ky., who has mode a life- 
time study of the "brindle" in1 animals, 
is in the city, and when told of the 
death of Yelper said: 


"One \vould hardly be justified in 


placing it among the possibilities thai 
a man of extensive general knowledge 
and accomplishments should so far for- 
get himself or display such amazing 
ignorance of the subject, as to assert, 
us a certain author has lately done, 
knowingly and willfully and publicly, 
that the 'brindle steer' is on extinct 
animal, 'as much so,' he says, 'aa the 
ichthyosaurus, the mastodon or the 
hypothenuse.' Now, the truth of the 
matter is that in the state of Illinois, 
the 1S9S crop of brindle steers is the 
largest ever known—reports to the state 
commissioner showing a gain of 13 
per cent, over the crop of 1897, and 14 
per cent, over that of 1896, and the last 
decade shows a gain of a little over £1 
per cent. A gain is shown for 1898, in 
every t-tate in the union, except Arkan- 
sas, which shows a alight falling off. 


"Now, while the brindle steer is on 


the upgrade, it is a lamentable fact that 
the brindle dog is almost extinct. He 
will soon be placed on the list with 
the wild pigeon and the American bi- 
ton. Scientists and zoologists cannot 
or have not as yet been able to offer any 
explanation of this decadence, which 
has been exceedingly rapid. 


"The Illinois census shows that in 


the year Ib55 were 9,347 brindle dogs 
in the state; in I860, 9,018; 1865, 6,510; 
1870, 
1,726; 18680, C01; 1890, 187; 1895, 


43; 18U8, 9. 
Of the nine now living 


in the btate, seven of these belong to 
the wealthy coon-hunters in Calhoun 
county. One of these named 'Chawm,1 
is cm ned by A. B. Hunter, and last fall 
at the cutting of a coon tree he broke 
the record by killing 17 coons in 17 
minutes. This can be easily lerified, 
as Chawm is 6till alive nnd residing 
with Mr. Hunter. 


"The other two noted in the census 


report are twins, and have talcen up 
thoir residence with a prominent farm- 
er near Vienna, Johnson county. From 
my own observation—and I have always 
taken a, lively interest in the matter— 
I find that a strange fatality, or rath- 
er <SEC long continued streak of bad 
tuck, has been eonstantly nnd contin- 
ually with the brindle dog family for 
the past 25 years. These ore some ot 
the things they had to contend with: 


"An epidemic of 'distemper' breaks 


out in the neighborhood, it tackles the 
brindle dogs first nnd never deigns to 
bother the others as long as there is 
a brindle left. A flock of sheep is chased 
at night. The farmer starts out with 
hia shotgun the next morning, but is 
careful not to shoot a neighbor's dog 
without some evidence of his com- 
plicity in the raid, but if he meets a 
briudle dog he shoots him on general 
principles. A coon tree is to be cut. 
If there are a dozen dogs there, and if 
one dog is killed by the falling of the 
tree, you may safely bet that it is a 
brindle dog. No brindle dog was ever 
known to live in a tov»n. Heis strictly a 
country dog. If he should by any chance 
plait the nearest town, it is absolutely 
sure that he will be competed to fight 
the first town dog ho meets. He usually 
gets whipped in the flrst round. 


"So many things of this kind seem 


to be 'agin him' that I think some* 
times that often some bright member 
of this family becomes BO discouraged 
that he commits suicide."—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

One of the first things that strike 


the wanderer in the great expanses oi 
the 
southern 
hemisphere 
Is the 


strength and endurance of the borge 
Though to look at they are the sor- 
riest scrags I ever bet eyes on, yet 
they appear to be possessed of a powel 
of getting ovei the ground that is lit- 
tle short of miraculous and so aston- 
ishing In its persistence ns to seem 
automatic. 
A very stukinff instance 


came under my notice only a few days 
alter landing in Cape Town in 1663 
I was sitting one Saturday afternoon 
on the stoop of Park's hotel, which oc- 
cupied the carrier of Adderley and 
Strand streets, when a dust-covered 
horseman stopped and dismounted. 
His horse was taken to the elnblea and 
in the course of conversation in tha 
bar I learned that he woe a membtt 
of a legislate o assembly for an up- 
country district. There was no rail- 
way communication with the interiol 
in those dajs and he had ridden in 
from his homo at Colesbcrg- in less 
than six days, having started the previ- 
ous Monday. 


Now Colcsberg is more than 600 miles 


from Cape Town, and the country is 
very rough going, much of it being 
heavy sand nnd other parts very moun- 
tainous. 
No EngKfch-bicd horse, fed 


according <o English methods, oould 
have accomplished such a ride as this, 
more especially v, hen we consider the 
temperature of tha Cape Colony.

rst athletic spbits held in the Umboti 
onntry of Natal. They were to^bd 
eld in Oraytow n on boxing- day, which 
ell on a Monday. All preparations, 
tc., were concluded early in December, 
\heti I received an urgent request to 
go to the Tranutaal to look after n 
riend who was lying very ill in his 
vagon with no attendants but n ecu- 
ile of raw Kaffirs. I rode ns hard as 


could and found him among the 


tepjes of \.he DrakciiEberg-, between 
.ydenberg and \Vakkersthoom, very 
jmd with fever, which he had contract- 
tl somewhere in the low country to 
he northwebt. I tended him for some 
days until he WBS clearly out of dan- 
ger and then suddenly remembered 
hat I had to bo in Graytown on*Mo-n- 
d ay morning- I w an then sitting' on the 
wagon box drinking my morning coffee 
atbixfiVlookSaturdaj morning. Gray* 
own was 220 miles a-nay, but 1 was at 
my post there at ten a. m. and in ttddi- 
:ion took a second prize both In running 
and jumping competitions.—African 
Life.

lorm. Something We know about the 
>acillua of the tuberculosis, and some- 
;hing we are beginning to know about 
hat of enterio fever, but much more 
tnowledge in this direction is badly 
wanted. 


It is true enough, no doubt, as has 


been well said, that "the proper study 
of mankind is man." but this Is just 
what the pathologist must unlearn if he 
would get to the bottom of the etiology, 
and especially of the epidemiology, of 
infectious, ailments. No longer must 
10 be content to study the action of 
Jie microbe within man's frame or the 
methods by which it brews toxins anfl 
»et» up disease, but he must trace its 
if e history outside, and find out what 
these infectious particles are doing 
and how they are living through the 
long interval that sometimes lapses be- 
tween the termination of one "case" 
and the development of another. One 
Ine morning we look out upon our pad- 
dock anil find it full of mushrooms; 
and another, although we know that 
the spore is present just the same, 
jicre is not a mushroom to be seen. 
tt was the conditions, not the seed 
alone, that made them grow. And thie 
is a parable.—Hospital. 


ROCK OIL AS FUEL. 


There H«» B*««» » Great IneveMt l» 


It* titlllMtlon in Eng- 


land oi mt*. 


During the last year tho enormous 


Increase in the use in England of rock 
011 as fuel has about silenced the alarm' 
let who for many years past has 
prophesied a time, not so very distant, 
when the coal mines in that country 
ivould be exhausted. It is not claimed 
that the heavy draw 6n the coal supply 
is greatly lessened, but it is argued 
that it will be before very long. Lust 
month the matter was under discussion 
before the Society of Arts in London 
and one of the papers read on the oc- 
casion gave an account of the present 
position of liquid fuel, as the phrase is 
over there, in England and other coun- 
tries. In England oil as fuel is in use 
on the Ureat Eastern railway, and it IE 
said the results have proved satisfac- 
tory. It has also found more or less 
use in the Russian, German and Italian 
navies and on one or two foreign rail- 
svays. 
When the oil fields of Dutch 


Borneo were first opened up the oil 
was not allowed to be carried in bulk 
through the Suez canal and there wan 
aot a slng-le port at which obstacles 
svere not placed in the way of its intro- 
duction. Now vessels carrying 6,600 
tons on* capable of discharging ever 
600 tons of oil per hour pass through the 
sanat regularly. 
The impediments 


jlaccd In the way of its discharge have 
been done tway with, as experience has 
shown that there Js no real danger. 
Several advantages are claimed for the 
use ot oil a* fuel'to replace coal, the 
chief being the convenience of storage, 
the reduction of Inbot In storing and 
rapidity' of discharge. The alternate 
sontraetion and expansion of -the fire 
Bars and steam tubes, unavoidable 
when coal is used as fuel, Is said tofte 
altogether stopped, but against this lids 
to be placed.a. risk of overheating.-r-Chl- 
cago Chronicle.

Thl« implied Bl»d Urn* BOB* Stood 


P«l*t»—Bird* «• W««*- 


A charitable speech is but little 


credit to the man who in afraid to pat 
hie hand iu-hia pocket. 
• 


The Year Book of the department of 


agriculture, just Issued, contain* some 
Interesting information upon the spar- 
row question, derived from B cweful 
inquiry as to the food habits and an 
examination of the contents of the 
stomachs of over 4,000 of these bird*. 
"With all his fanlta," the Year Book 
•ays, "the English «parrow do»» »ome 
good by assisting In th« work of wetd- 
Iraed destruction. J?look» of thousands 
ot these birds may be seen tvery au- 
tumn on the lawns of the department of 
agriculture, feeding on crab-grass and 
yard-grass — two weeds which crowd 
out good turf-making grasses. 
The 


English sparrow also d«serv«» credit 
for destroying need of the dandelion, 
which is a prolific weed throughout the 
United States, especially, in lawns, 
cemeteries and paaturei/' 


The English sparrow, the department 


says, "i* considered a- pest." It doea not 
pass an absolute judgment on Itm own 
authority, however. The native spar- 
row*, although they frequently sample 
grain In stubbleftelds, have not aa yet 
been found guilty of making serious 
depredations. Of IB native bird* ex- 
amined, representing song, field, chip- 
ping, and grasshopper sparrow*, only 
two had e»ten gnln, while every one 
of the five English sparrows wai gorged 
with heat. In the destruction of dande- 
lion seeds the 'English sparrow t* aided 
by several native birds, chiefly 'the 
gong-sparrow, but BO far as observed, 
the native birds usually do not cut open 
dandelions, but feed upon those left by 
the English sparrow. Of the trouble- 
some weeds, especially among the hoed 
crops, nearly evcyy one is an annual, 
and its seeds are generally eaten by 
the native sparrows during the colder 
half of the year. Prof. Beal, who has 
carefully studied the upper Mississippi 
valley, estimates that in the state of 
Iowa alone the tree sparrow annually 
destroys about 87S tons of weed-seed 
during its winter sojourn. 


Dr. Judd, assistant in biological sur- 


vey, in summarizing this chapter on 
birds a* weed-destroyers, asserts that 
not less than SO different birds serve 
man in this capacity, and that th« 
noxious plants which they help to 
eradicate number more than 60 species. 
During the colder half of the year food 
is furnished for many species of birds 
by well-known and widely-di*tributed 
irecds. 
Gold-finches destroy weeds 


which are not touched by other birds, 
•onftning their attack* chiefly to one 
j?roup of plants, many of the members 
tt which are serUtta pest*. But the 
birds which accomplish most •• weed- 
Jestroyers are the s<fer« or more of na- 
tive Sparrow* that flock to tha weed- 
.•uttehes in early autumn and remain 
antll late spring. During cold weather 
they require a good deal of food to 
Keep warm, and they are hearty eaters, 
because of their gregarious habits, 
;hey ore efficient consumers of need* or 
•agweed, 
pigeon-grass, 
Drab-grass, 


aindweed, purslane, smartweed and 
Jlgrweed. In short, these bird* are lit- 
tle weedera whose work i» seldom no- 
ticed bat always felt. — WMhiagton 
Cor. N, Y. Post

"Don't Mo-re if Yon Can Help II," Sb 


San — Stuai of * Damp 


House. 


"If you are comparatively comfort- 


able in n house vchose sanitary condi- 
tions arc all that can be expected," says 
an experienced housekeeper to wo'men 
(vho think they would like a change, 
"you had better stay^there. At least, 
'tis better to endure the Ills you know 
about and are accustomed to than to 
fly to others that may be a thousand 
times wort>e. If you feel that you must 
go, however, examine thoroughly into 
the antecedents of any house that you 
are thinking of taking, and make sure 
that it has a clean bill of health be- 
hind it. 


"Go into no place where there has 


been a case of consumption, unless 
positively assured that the house has 
been carefully fumigated and freshly 
painted and papered. 
Walk round 


about the walls of the house on which 
you have your eye and see if the founda- 
tions have settled in the yard, or if 
there are patches of green or black 
mold,, or ominous damp spots recking 
with moisture, to cry beware! Let any- 
one live in such a house, and become 
debilitated by the constant presence 
of moisture, and there will follow sick- 
ness. 


"U you go into the cellar, take your 


penknife and try the woodwork, and ii 
it sticks in easily, as in cheese, you don't 
want that house under any circum- 
stances. In going about the house, see 
if the plaster has fallen, if the walls 
are discolored, or if there is red rust 
on the pipes. Examine the plumbing, 
and see if everything is open and above- 
board, with no unused cesspool to send 
forth deadly germs. 


"The majority of house-hunters do 


not stop to consider which side of the 
street they wish to select. If possible, 
see that the rooms which are to be used 
as sleeping rooms can have the sun in 
them. Then, too, in renting, you have 
to consider whether you prefer a sunny 
garden for drying your clothes, or a 
3ry pavement which will be tolerably 
tree from ice and snow in the winter. 
tn the city you.can seldom have both. 


"If there are -small children in the 


family, the matter of neighborhood 
must not be overlooked, as tfeey must 
perforce be brought inta more or less 
close relations with the children about 
them. 
WBile a family of adults can 


sometimes secure excellent accommo- 
dations at low rental in a neighborhood 
not exactly desirable, the danger of 
contamination for children by low asso- 
ciations in the school or street should 
outweigh all economy in mere money."

At the Edward 
Street Christian 


ohnrch last evening the pastor, Bev. 
Marion Stevenson, preached a most 
interesting sermon on the subject of 
"Mental Healing." 
He said that 


Jesus taught and healed the sick and 
so did his apostles. In tbe early 
chnrch tue gift of healing was one of 
the strongest beliefs. Medical science 
has made great progress along Chris- 
tian lines; marvelous things have been 
done in surgery Land preveutatives. 
These marvels of medical skill are 
only to be found in Christian coun- 
tries. No such a thing as medical 
science is known in heathen countries. 
A stndy of the -old and new testament 
and of the subsequent history of man- 
kind will demonstrate that there is 
also resident in man a power to heal 
without material meaua Hera the 
speaker went into details of the his- 
tory of medical healing. Continuing 
he sajd there were six different systems 
Of psyohotberapeutics or mental heal- 
ing. The first is the power and re- 
ligions faith, tbe second mind cure, 
the third Christian science, the fourth 
spiritualism, the 
fifth 
faith 
and 


mesmerism and the 6th suggestive 
hypnotism. All differ iu theory but 
iu principle are the same, as they 
accomplish the same results. It stands 
to reason that these diverse and con- 
tradictory theories cannot all be true, 
but the underlying principle is right. 
Iu 
explanation Mr. Stevenson said 


that he would urge as a first proposi- 
tion that man has a dual mind. One 
is called the subjective and the other 
the objective mind. 
The objective 


mind is the mind which results from 
organization, and may be regarded as 
the iunotions of the brain. It is the 
niiud through which wo do business 
the mind that operates through the 
five physical senses. The subjective 
mind is a distinct entity. It ocoupies 
the whole human body and when not 
opposed in any way, it has entire con- 
trol over the wohle human body. 
When the objective mind has control 
of all our voluntary lunctions, the 
subjective mind controls all the silent, 
involuntary and vegetative forces. So 
our body goes on performing its regu- 
lar duties while we sleep. The sub- 
jective ia constantly amenable to con- 
trol by the suggestions as in hypnotism 
and thought transferonca. Iu mental 
healing the patient ia required to put 
himself into a passive state. He must 
have thorough confidence in the healer 
and must be receptive. He must not 
oppose the thought of health but put 
his mind into a condition to eeize unto 
tho suggestion of health. The tele- 
graphic suggestions are made solely to 
tbe subjective mind of the patient 
and do not rise above the threshold of 
his consciousness j the subjective mind, 
being constantly amenable to control 
by the power of suggestion accepts the 
suggestion offered and havinq; in its 
turn perfect control of the functions 
and conditions of the body, it proceeds 
to re-establish the conditions of health.
